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Reasons For Allowance 

The present invention is a combustor controller for a gas turbine which drives a 
generator, the controller serving to control fuel and air flow rates in response to sensed 
parameters such as generator output and turbine inlet temperature. Control systems of 
this general type are well known in the gas turbine field as indicated, for example, by the 
various references cited on the attached Forms PTO-892 and SB/08. None of the 
references of record however show or fairly suggest a control apparatus having the 
claimed combination of features including: a fuel flow section which sets a fuel flow rate 
based on the difference between actual and aimed (requested) generator output, a 
turbine inlet temperature section which determines turbine inlet temperature based the 
flow rates and temperatures of fuel and air supplied to the combustor, a pilot ratio sec- 
tion which sets a ratio of pilot fuel to total fuel based on the determined turbine inlet 
temperature, and an air flow section which sets an air flow rate based on the deter- 
mined turbine inlet temperature, wherein, the pilot and main fuel flow rates are con- 
trolled based on the set pilot ratio and the set fuel flow rate, and combustion state is 
controlled by controlling the air flow to the combustor based on the set air flow rate. 
The present claims are therefore considered patentable over the prior art.
